Sierra Madre Board of Trade Assists 
in Giving the Visitors a Good 
Time 

Editors and members of their fami¬ 
lies to the number of about twenty-five 
enjoyed an outing at Carter's camp 
from aSturday till Tuesday evening. 
That all were having a good time was 
evident to any who had an opportunity 
to observe, and some were so enthu¬ 
siastic as to declare it the most enjoy¬ 
able outing ever taken by the Los An¬ 
geles County Press Association. 

The weather man was kind and 
dished up the sort of weather which 
made it a joy to lay aside editorial 
burdens and recline at ease in the 
shade of the canyon oaks and syca¬ 
mores. And then on Tuesday the ther¬ 
mometer dropped to a point which was 
exactly to the taste of the jolly party 
which hit the trail for Hoegee's (’amp 
at Winter’s Creek. 

Most of the party arrived on Sat¬ 
urday and were promptly made to feel 
at home in the camp by Mr. and Mrs.

Better medicine for jaded 
appetites it were difficult to imagine, 
especially when combined with thq 
stimulus of the mountains for exertion 
and refreshing sleep in the invigorat¬ 
ing open air. Some of the party came 
to the conclusion they had almost for¬ 
gotten what living really meant.

JOHN D. HOOKER 

PASSES AWAY 

BENEFACTOR OF OBSERVATORY 

Friend of Carnegie Gave Liberally in 
Aid of Great Work on Mt. 

Wilson 

John D. Hooker,, one of the benefac¬ 
tors of Mt. Wilson Observatory, passed 
away in Los Angeles Wednesday night 
after a short illness. His taking off 
will be mourned by thousands of 
friends and by great astronomers all 
over the world. 

Almost his last conscious thoughts 
were given to the progress of the 
grinding of the 100-inch mirror for, the 
projected great reflecting telescope for 
the Carnegie Observatory, under prog¬ 
ress at the observatory’s laboratory 
in Pasadena—the great instrument to 
be three times more powerful than any 
other in the world and certain to dis¬ 
close to human knowledge millions of 
worlds as yet unseen. 

His hope and the hope of Cardegie 
have been centered on this huge mass 
of glass,, originally pronounced faulty. 
In eagerness to hasten the miracles 
such a mirror would bring to pass he 
and Carnegie were bending every en¬ 
ergy to hasten the grinding and pol¬ 
ishing of it, even while there lay in 
the annealing oven at St. Gobains, 
France, another lens the fourth cast 
for the observatory on the order of 
Mr. Hooker, to supply the place off 
the faulty one if it shall prove una-' 
vailable in spite of all the infinite!care 
lavished upon it. 

For Hooker was 73 and Carnegie is 
76, and the two veteran iron-masters 
and cronies were impatient of the long 
delay that would be necessary to 
bring the last casting to California 
and to grind and polish it into the 
concave perfection, accurate to the 
millionth part of an inch, necessary 
for the purposes of the astronomer. 

Hence they poured out their wealth 
in the hope of wringing perfection 
from the faulty, the rejected lens, 
that they might know before death 
claimed them more of what worlds 
are set in the infinite space beyond 
the distances now scanned and photo¬ 
graphed in the earth’s greatest ob¬ 
servatories. 

“Will it be in our day. John?” asked 
Carnegie of Hooker on the occasion of 
his last visit to Los Angeles. 

Mr. Hooker had been in remarkably 
fine health. He was vigorous in body 
and mind, alert, active, happy. His 
interest in affairs in general and par¬ 
ticularly in scientific research and the 
achievements of astronomers had been 
most keen. From day to day he had 
watched the infinitely slow process of 
polishing down the immense disk of 
glass in tlie Pasadena laboratory, and 
he had frequently reported jubilantly 
to his wife and friends that every 
day added to the hope that it would 
be brought to perfection. 

The cost of the manufacture of the 
immense mirror was being borne by 
Mr. Hooker. He did not know how 
much it would cost—the rough guess 
was $100,000. 

Whatever its cost, he was eager to 
meet it. and Carnegie .through his en¬ 
dowment of the Carnegie Institution!

Prof. Ritchie was a warm personal 
friend of Mr. Hooker. 

“It is a great blow to us all, a great 
blow to me,” he said. “I can hardly 
realize that it has fallen. Next to Mr. 
Carnegie. Mr. Hooker was the best 
friend that the observatory possessed 
and his assistance had been most val¬ 
ued, as was his friendship. Mr. Car¬ 
negie and Mr. Hooker were warm 
personal friends and Mr. Hooker had 
taken a lively interest in our work on 
Mount Wilson, aiding us in every pos¬ 
sible way. Every man interested in 
the work Mount Wilson is doing will 
feel a keen personel loss in the death 
of Mr. Hooker, for we all knew him and 
appreciated him. 

“I will cable Dr. Hale, and I know 
that be will feel Mr. Hooker's death as 
much as we do. I really cannot make 
an adequate statement of appreciation 
on behalf of the observatory, because 
1 can scarcely realize that our friend 
is gone.”

Saturday night Mr. Hooker was sud- 
oenly taken ill, and the physicians 
pronounced his ailment to be peri¬ 
tonitis. He grew rapidly worse, and 
towards the last he was but semi¬ 
conscious. 

Mr. Hooker was born in Hinsdale, 
New Hampshire. He came to Califor¬ 
nia fifty years ago, and had lived many 
years in oLs Angeles. He was presi¬ 
dent of the John D. Hooker Company 
and recently vice president of the Bak¬ 
er Iron Works. He had retired from 
active business within the last year 
and was giving all his time to the 
scientific interests which had through¬ 
out his life absorbed much of his best 
thought. 

In addition to his business and 
scientific interests, he was devoted to 
philanthropic work, and quietly, with¬ 
out the knowledge of the public he 
was ever ready to help the needy.

How to Freshen Ribbons. 

Now is the time to get the family 
treasure box down from its place on 
the closet shelf and take an account 
of our stock of ribbons and laces and 
other tidbits which come in handy 
for trimming the children’s school hats 
or adding a few touches to our own 
last year’s chapeau. Many of the old 
ribbons may be used to very great 
advantage if they are properly fresh¬ 
ened. Wash the ribbon in warm soapy I 
water. Do not rub the soap on the 
ribbon, but rinse the ribbon in clear 
warm water and then roll it round a 
glass bottle which has been covered 
with a soft flannel. The gloss and 
pretty finish of the ribbon will be 
spoiled if it is pressed with the warm 
iron. The drying over the glass bottle 
will make it look almost as good as 
new. 

How to Press With Paper. 

When you are about to press a piece 
of silk or of ribbon, to make an un¬ 
qualified success of it place a piece of 
slightly dampened wrapping paper 
over it before ironing. The paper is 
something that is always on hand. 
Therefore it is not much trouble for 
you to do this, and when you see the 
result of your experiment, no vestige 
of lint on your ironed piece, a newish 
stiffness to the fabric and a perfect 
gloss, you will never depart from this 
rule. 

How to Make Buttonholes Strong. 

To make the buttonholes strong in 
children’s clothes work over ordinary 
soft wrapping string. Hold it on the 
Inside as near the edge as possible and 
it will not show when the buttonhole 
is finished. 

How to Shave Easily. 

A razor will cut more readily if It Is 
dipped in hot wnter Just before It Is 
used.
